HRM’s graffiti debate

The municipality should 
start cracking down on pri¬ 
vate citizens who aren't 
getting rid of unsightly 
graffiti on their property, a 
new report to Halifax Re¬ 
gional Council says. 

The report, set to come 
before council tomorrow, 
examines how HRM has 
been handling graffiti over 
the past few years — and if 
more could be done to tack¬ 
le the ongoing problem. 


“It is frustrating for HRM 
to use its resources (time and 
funding) on graffiti removal 
when adjacent private prop¬ 
erty is not 
being main¬ 
tained,” says 
the report. 

“Proposed 
changes to 
the HRM 
Charter will 
allow us to 
enforce re¬ 
moval on property owners 
who do not remove graffiti.” 

Coun. Linda Mosher, who 
heads up HRM’s Graffiti 


Task Force, said the change 
might be controversial, but 
it’s necessary. 

“We’re not just trying to 
throw this out and tell resi¬ 
dents if you have graffiti on 
your property, you’re re¬ 
sponsible and that’s it,” she 
explained. “It’s critical to 
have the education compo¬ 
nent ... and provide the tools 
for residents to remove it.” 

Over the past two years, 
HRM has spent $1 million 
trying to rid the municipali¬ 
ty of graffiti. Mosher said 
while commissioned murals 
and free graffiti cleanup kits 


have helped cut down on 
the vandalism, there is still 
very little public awareness. 

To help change that, HRM 
will host a three-day graffiti 
summit in spring, accompa¬ 
nied by a public education 
and advertising “blitz.” 

Coun. Dawn Sloane sug¬ 
gested rather than forcing 
citizens to clean up their de¬ 
faced property, people sen¬ 
tenced to community serv¬ 
ice could do the cleaning. 

“Why not put them to 
work picking up garbage 
and cleaning up (the graffi¬ 
ti)?” Sloane said. 


Halifax After four days of 
scanning the Atlantic, U.S. 
and Canadian authorities 
have scaled back their 
search for a solo sailor from 
Halifax who was caught in 
a violent storm as he sailed 
to Bermuda. 

Hubert Marcoux, a 67- 
year-old author and adven¬ 
turer, left the province Nov. 
9 and was supposed to 
reach Bermuda last 
Monday. 

The search for Marcoux 
and his 14-metre boat Mon 
Pays began Thursday. At 
that point, the area 
Marcoux was sailing 
through had already been 
battered for days by 110- 
kilometre per hour winds 
and waves as high as three- 
storey buildings. 

“He ran into the 
remnants of a storm com¬ 
ing up the coast,” said Jeri 
Grychowski, spokeswoman 
for the Rescue Co¬ 
ordination Centre in Hali¬ 
fax. 

Fixed-wing aircraft from 
Canada and the U.S. 
searched about 400,000 
square kilometres of open 
ocean, but they turned up 
no clues as to Marcoux’s 
whereabouts. 

“The search for the Mon 
Pays has been officially re¬ 
duced,” said Grychowski. 
“There will be no more aer¬ 
ial searches.” 

However, search officials 
will continue to use VHF 
broadcasts to ask mariners 
in the area to keep watch¬ 
ing for Marcoux’s boat.

Appointee to embattled Antigonish diocese 'aware that it's going to be difficult' 


The bishop appointed to 
oversee a Nova Scotia dio¬ 
cese tainted by sex abuse 
allegations and child 
pornography charges says 
he recognizes it will take 
time to bring people back 
to the embattled church. 

Bishop Brian Dunn, ap¬ 
pointed Saturday by Pope 
Benedict XVI, takes over 
the diocese of Antigonish 
two months after his pred¬ 
ecessor, Bishop Raymond 


Lahey, was charged with 
possessing and importing 
child pornography. 

Dunn, the auxiliary bish¬ 
op of the diocese of Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ont., said it will 
be a challenge to restore 
people’s faith in a parish 
also tarnished by decades- 
old charges of sexual abuse 
by its priests. 

“Whenever there’s a 
tragic situation like this, 
you know, healing takes 


time,” he said from Sault 
Ste. Marie after the an¬ 
nouncement was made. 

“So I’m very aware that 
it’s going to be difficult.” 

Dunn said he won’t take 
up his role until the new 
year, when he expects to 
begin travelling through 
the sprawling diocese and 
its 118 parishes and mis¬ 
sions. 

Father Paul Abbas s, 
spokesman for the Antigo¬ 


nish diocese, said he’s re¬ 
lieved the Vatican made 
the rare move of quickly 
appointing a replacement 
for Lahey. 

“There’s a lot of pain and 
struggle that so many peo¬ 
ple in the diocese feel,” he 
said from Sydney. “It really 
changed in some ways how 
people see church ... Right 
now it’s a struggle and he 
is going to step into the 
middle of that struggle.” 


Lahey was charged in 
September with possessing 
and importing child 
pornography after he was 
stopped at the Ottawa air¬ 
port. 

The 69-year-old clergy¬ 
man resigned his position 
and has been staying with 
other priests in Ottawa 
since he was granted bail 
Oct. 1. He is due back in 
court next month.

“It’s essential,” said Har¬ 
vard researcher and 
Afghan resident Michael 
Semple of bringing the Tal¬ 
iban to the table. “It’s not 
the only thing that’s going 
to deliver peace and stabili¬ 
ty in Afghanistan but it’s a 
very important part of it.” 

Semple said the black- 
and-white view of the Tal¬ 
iban is misinformed.

Mine blast kills 92 


When gas levels suddenly 
spiked deep in the Xinxing 
coal mine, Wang Jiguo 
grabbed two co-workers 
and they ran for their 
lives. Minutes later, there 
was a huge bang, a torrent 
of hot air and the earth 
shuddered. 

Two days later, at least 92 
people are reported dead 
and 16 missing, the official 
Xinhua news agency said. 
The deadliest accident in 
China’s mining industry for 
two years has highlighted 
how heavy demand for 
power-generating coal 
comes at a high human 
cost. 

“Development is impor¬ 
tant, but the growth of GDP 
shouldn’t be achieved at the 
price of miners’ blood,” said 
provincial governor Li 
Zhanshu, urging officials to 
better manage coal mines. 

The blast at the nearly 
100-year-old mine in Hei¬ 
longjiang province, near 
the Russian border, dealt a 
blow to the central govern¬ 
ment’s race to improve safe¬ 
ty, which has seen the shut¬ 
tering or absorbing hun¬ 
dreds of smaller, private 
mines into state-owned op-

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Shine a light on energy savings 



R etrofitting your 
lighting can be a 
good way to save 
money, reduce im¬ 
pacts on the envi¬ 
ronment, and improve 
light levels. 


There are many types of 
lamp technology. Some 
common types include in¬ 
candescent, fluorescent, 
and light emitting diodes 
(LEDs). 

With incandescent 
lamps (common bulb), 
electricity passes through a 
filament, creating heat 
that creates light. This is 
why when you put your 
hand on an incandescent 
lamp it is extremely hot 
compared to a fluorescent 
or LED lamp. 

A halogen lamp is an in¬ 


candescent lamp sealed 
and filled with gas. Typical¬ 
ly, halogen lamps are used 
in decorative lighting ap¬ 
plications such as track 
lighting. 

Fluorescent lamps are 
commonly used in busi¬ 
nesses and institutions. 
Compact fluorescent bulbs 
are mini tubes spiralled in¬ 
to different bulb sizes. 
With fluorescent lighting, 
electricity stimulates mer- 
cuiy vapours to produce a 
visible light. Fluorescent 
technology is more energy 


efficient than incandes¬ 
cent. For example, a 60- 
watt incandescent bulb is 
comparable in life and 
light to a 15-watt fluores¬ 
cent. 

LEDs create light 
through the movement of 
electrons in semiconduct¬ 
ing material. LED lamps of¬ 
fer even longer life and 
high efficiency than fluo¬ 
rescent lamps. They cur¬ 
rently have a higher capi¬ 
tal cost and the light out¬ 
put tends to be smaller for 
a comparable bulb. 


When purchasing lamps, 
I consider factors such as 
lamp life, watts (measure 
of energy consumption), 
lumen output (measure of 
light output), and colour 
temperature (measured in 
lcelvin (K)). 

A warm orange light is 
around 2,700 K and cooler 
bluer lights are higher 
numbers like 4,000 K. If 
you know the amount per 
kWh that you are paying, 
listed on you power bill, 
you can figure out the 
overall cost by factoring in 


rated life and watts used. 

When you factor this op¬ 
erating cost and the pur¬ 
chase cost you can see the 
difference. Generally, fluo¬ 
rescent lamps make more 
economic and energy 
sense than incandescent. 

LEDs last the longest on 
the lowest watt. There is al¬ 
so the capital costs, the 
light level and dispersion 
to consider.

With some rock ’n’ roll 
thrown in the mix, Swim 
Drink Fish Music (swim- 
drinkfishmusic.com) was 
born. 

Launched in June this 
year, the online music and

The website 
features exclusive songs 
from iconic rockers such as 
The Tragically Hip’s Gord 
Downie and Bruce Coclc- 
bum as well as indie artists 
like Stars and Apostle of 
Hustle. 

In fact, Downie, with a lit¬ 
tle help from alt-country 
rockers The Sadies, is Swim- 
DrinlcFishMusic’s featured 
artist for this month with a 
rousing rendition of Randy 
Newman’s Louisiana 1927. 

“As an environmental 
justice group, we are small 
and we need a lot of peo¬ 
ple, not just environmen¬ 
talists involved.

China pushes 
pollution 
levels: Study 

figures Despite a global 
economic slump, 
worldwide carbon dioxide 
pollution jumped two per 
cent last year, most of it 
from China, new figures 
show. 

Scientists were surprised 
because typically during a 
recession, pollution 
declines. But spurred by 
China’s booming economy, 
global warming gas emis¬ 
sions worsened worldwide, 
according to a study 
published online last week. 

“The growth in 
emissions since 2000 is al¬ 
most entirely driven by the 
growth in China,” said 
study lead author Corinne 
Le Quere of the University 
of East Anglia. “It’s China 
and India and all the devel¬ 
oping countries together.” 

The numbers are from 
the U.S. Department of En¬ 
ergy's Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory and published 
in the journal Nature Geo¬ 
science.

Hydro deal worries 

NB Power sale has business leaders concerned 


The governor of Maine is 
worried about the 
proposed mega sale of NB 
Power to Hydro-Quebec 
and is eager to voice his 
concerns with Quebec Pre¬ 
mier Jean Charest.

banking Canada’s biggest 
banks are expected to re¬

“It’s going to be a good

With the attention fo¬ 
cused all week on the 
homecoming of Glavic

t’s a little like breaking 
the news that the sun 
will rise today or, per¬ 
haps, that politicians 
are corrupt. It’s expect¬ 
ed and, frankly, when it 
happens, no 
one is really 
all that sur¬ 
prised.

New study finds Canadians putting personal life first

Canadians are more inter¬ 
ested in leading fulfilling 
lives than they are in mon¬ 
etary or career success, a 
new study shows. 

The study, conducted by 
market research firm An¬ 
gus Reid, found that more 
than three quarters of 
Canadians (77 per cent) are 
focused more on their per¬ 
sonal life experiences than 
their careers. 

The study also found 
that when asked to priori¬ 
tize different aspects of 
their lives, nearly half of 
Canadians (45 per cent) 
said that time with family 
and friends is most impor¬ 
tant to them, followed by a 
healthy lifestyle (17 per 
cent) and rich life experi¬ 
ences (15 per cent), with 
monetaiy (nine per cent) 
and career success (seven 
per cent) much less impor¬ 
tant to Canadians on aver¬ 
age. 

Jeremy Gutsche from 
Trendhunter.com, a maga¬ 
zine that tracks and re¬ 
ports on cultural trends, 
says life-fulfillment is prov¬ 
ing to be a powerful career 
force for many Canadians. 

“There are a lot of situa¬ 
tions where people are 
seeking out fuller experi¬ 
ences. People want to en¬ 
rich themselves, even if it 
means taking a pay cut,” 
Gutsche said. 

Thirty-seven per cent of 
respondents in the study 
also said the economic re¬ 
cession has made them re¬ 


evaluate what is important 
to them, less than 10 per 
cent said making more 
money or finding greater 
career success is their 
main priority in life at the 
present. 

In tougher economic 
times, Gutsche says people 
are more likely to recon¬ 
sider their life priorities as 
people around them lose 
their jobs and start up new 
careers.

While the ACCC praises 
Ottawa for implementing the 
Knowledge Infrastructure Pro¬

In terms of capital investment, 
ACCC calls for a 5 -year program 
that would make $2.5 billion 
available to leverage matching 
provincial, private sector, and 
institutional investments. The 
association also recommends 
Ottawa increase its current re¬ 
search and development fund¬ 
ing by $150 million.

-allc about your late 
bloomer: one of 
Canada’s foremost 
crossword writers 
only started doing 
crossword puzzles in her 
50s. 

“I always loved words 
and had a big vocabulary 
and was a big reader from 
an early age,” says Kath¬ 
leen Hamilton, now 67. 
The Montrealer was born 
in Saskatchewan and ma¬ 
jored in French at the Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan. 
She ended up in Toronto, 
where she lived for 20 
years, working as an edi¬ 
tor. 

But around the time she 
got into puzzles, chronic 
fatigue syndrome made 
working full-time a chal¬ 
lenge. So she moved out to 
Victoria in 1997 to become 
a freelance writer. 

Not long after the move, 
she read an article about 
how to write your own 
crosswords. Hamilton 
grabbed a piece of paper 
and gave it a try. 

“I loved it. It was so en¬ 
grossing, it was wonder¬ 
ful.” 

She bought crossword¬ 
making software and de¬

cided to produce four pam¬ 
phlets of puzzles a year. 

Realizing this plan 
would take far too much 
work, Hamilton soon cre¬ 
ated a larger annual book, 
put a big maple leaf on the 
cover, and hauled it to 
Toronto for the fall 1998 
Word on the Street book 
and magazines fair. 

When the publisher of 
the Toronto Star, John 
Honderich, walked by, she 
gave him a book. The fol¬ 
lowing February, the Star 
called — readers were de¬ 
manding more Canadian 
content in their puzzles. 


Hamilton’s North of 49 
puzzle has been running 
on Saturdays ever since. 
It’s now syndicated and ap¬ 
pears in papers across the 
country. 

One week a month, she 
creates a batch of four new 
puzzles to run in the news¬ 
paper. 

Hamilton starts by creat¬ 
ing four different word 
lists of 100 words each. She 
tries to make most of the 
long words Canadian. 

She selects some grids 
and lets her computer pro¬ 
gram generate several pos¬ 
sible puzzles for each list. 


She picks the ones that 
look the best, then it’s on 
to the task of creating 
clues. 

Armed with a dictionary, 
she writes clues that are 
accurate and fun without 
being too hard or abstract. 
She keeps a record of all 
the clues she’s written — 
she now has thousands — 
so she can reuse an old one 
if she likes, but avoids re¬ 
peating them too often. 

She then looks over the 
crossword to make sure it’s 
entertaining and not too 
hard, and double checks 
for mistakes. 

When she’s not cross¬ 
word creating, Hamilton 
works on her business — 
she’s currently self-pub¬ 
lishing an annual collec¬ 
tion — or spends time with 
her grandson. 

Does she still love puz¬ 
zles? She’s actually tired of 
regular crosswords: she’s 
now into Sudoku and cryp¬ 
tic crosswords.

Viggo Mortensen throws himself into post-apocalyptic role

Listening to Viggo 
Mortensen describe 
production on his latest 
film, the big-screen adapta¬ 
tion of Cormac McCarthy’s 
Pulitzer Prize-winning nov¬ 
el The Road, you’d think 
he’s been through the post- 
apocalyptic events of the 
book himself. 

“At the end, there was a 
sense of satisfaction in hav¬ 
ing gotten through it OK,” 
he says. “If the movie turns 
out well, then fine. But the 
actual experience was in¬ 
tense.” 

The movie indeed turned 
out well, with Mortensen 


already garnering Oscar 
buzz for his portrayal of an 
unnamed father navigating 
the ravaged, cannibal-lurk¬ 
ing highways of the U.S. af¬ 
ter an unnamed disaster, 
trying to keep his young 
son (newcomer Kodi Smit- 
McPhee) safe. But it was a 
role the actor wasn’t origi¬ 
nally interested in taking 
on. 

“I was reluctant,” he ad¬ 
mits. “I initially said, ‘I 
don’t think so.’ I said to my 
agent, ‘I can’t. I’m really 
worn out. I won’t be fo¬ 
cused.’ And then I looked at 
the story and I thought, 
‘Well, being worn out? 
That works.’” 

Once he’d signed on, 
Mortensen threw himself 


into his usual process for 
preparing for a role. 

“I tried to do things that I 
thought would be helpful, 
like listening to certain 
kinds of music, watching 
certain kinds of movies 
to get me in a cer¬ 
tain state where I 
could go to those 
places that the 
character de¬ 
manded emo¬ 
tionally,” he says. 

But the usual 
techniques didn’t 
work for this project, 
Mortensen found. “It was 
very different than any oth¬ 
er role in the sense of how 
much I had to throw away. 
It’s about being naked 
emotionally and just being 


honest about it,” he says. 

Production on the film 
took them out into the 
wilds of Pennsylvania, Ore¬ 
gon and Louisiana, expos¬ 
ing cast and crew to the el¬ 
ements. Mortensen 
says it was that as¬ 
pect that really 
pushed his 
performance 
to where it 
needed to be. 
“As much as 
we didn’t like it, 
the fact that we 
were so cold and we 
were wet all the time and 
tired actually helped us,” 
he says. “Let’s say it hadn’t 
been a relatively low-bud- 
get movie and it had been 
shot with green screen. It

just wouldn’t have been 
the same. It forced us to 
places emotionally.” 

One scene stood out 
above the others for 
Mortensen, as far as surviv¬ 
ing the elements goes: Late 
in the film, his character 
has to swim out to a 
wrecked ship to scavenge, 
racing completely naked 
into the churning surf. 

“It was cold,” Mortensen 


remembers. “Veiy cold. I 
asked for another take, but 
they didn’t want me to. 
They were terrified. They 
had ambulances standing 
by. The water was about 41 
F, and the air temperature 
was the same. 

“I just sat in the ambu¬ 
lance in a bathrobe and 
said, ‘Just tell me when 
you’re rolling. I’m just go¬ 
ing to run out and go.’”

Lamb Steaks 
Proven;ale 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
1 large red onion, diced 

1 green pepper, diced 

2 zucchini, diced 

1 small fennel bulb, 
chopped 

2 garlic cloves, chopped 
4 tsp (20 ml) herbes de 
Provence 

4 lean lamb leg steaks, 

4 large plum tomatoes, 
diced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) black olive 
tapenade 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil, reserving 
about 2 tsp (10 ml), in 
deep frying pan and add 
onion, pepper, zucchini, 
fennel, garlic and herbs. 
Cook over medium heat, 
stirring occasionally, 10 
minutes or until softened 


and lightly browned. 

2. While vegetables are 
cooking, brush lamb 
steaks lightly with remain¬ 
ing oil and season lightly. 
Cook, turning once, on 
hot ridged griddle or 
heavy-based frying pan 5-8 
minutes, depending on 
thickness, until slightly 
pink in centre. Remove 
from heat. 

3. Add tomatoes and tape¬ 
nade to vegetables, then 
simmer 3-4 minutes or un¬ 
til softened. Add lamb 
steaks to vegetables, then 
serve.
